THE trash mountain nightmare for people who have lived 
near a towering pile of rubbish in Brierley Hill for six years 
finally looks to be nearing an end. 

Plans are being submitted to build 94 flats on the site at Moor Street 
and have been recommended for approval by planning officers at Dud¬ 
ley Council. 

It is the news that residents have long been waiting to hear after a 
frustrating battle to get the mountain of waste — which once reached 
40ft in height — finally removed. 

Rubbish pile at Moor Street The eyesore pile of rubbish at the former Refuse Derived Limited site has plagued 

" residents for years and in 2013 company 
director Robert McNaughton was jailed for 
failing to remove it. 

A rubbish pile around 19ft high still re¬ 
mains 18 months on. 

But in February, it was revealed that 
developer J and V Kelly had come forward 
with proposals to transform the site from 
the eyesore it has become over the last dec¬ 
ade. 

The company wants to create a devel¬ 
opment that would be separated into two 
blocks on the site. Green space and rows of 
trees also form part of the plans to tidy up 
and transform the land. 

The agent acting on its behalf, Marson 
Rathbone Taylor Architects, said the devel¬ 
opment would rid the area of an ‘appalling 
site’ and ‘replenish’ the area. 

Signalled 

A design and access statement sub¬ 
mitted with the plans said: “The site has 
become under utilised allowing the waste 
pile to gradually become larger, causing a 
nuisance and health hazard to the site and 
local area. 

“Due to the misuse of the land, the pile 
of rubbish has caused disturbances to the 
local people and started a campaign to re¬ 
move the rubbish. 

“The appalling site has become a huge 
problem and needs to be removed, the En¬ 
vironmental Agency is now involved and 
the problem is acknowledged by the people 
responsible for the site.” 

Planning officers at Dudley Council have 
signalled that they are satisfied with the 
proposals and have advised councillors 
they should approve the application, which 
would bring the long-running saga over the 
rubbish pile to an end. 

A final decision is due to be made by 
councillors on Monday. 


Plea to Home 
Secretary on 
police station 

THE front counter at Dudley Police 
Station has closed, leaving Dudley 
as the largest town in the country 
without a police station open to the 
public. 

More than 2,200 signed a petition 
calling for the controversial closure 
not to happen but West Midlands 
Police bosses decided to go ahead 
anyway as part of plans to save £3 
million. 

Ian Austin, MP for Dudley North, 
has written to Home Secretary The¬ 
resa May urging her to offer West 
Midlands Police a fairer share of 
funding to keep stations like Dudley 
open to the public. 

West Midlands Police announced 
in November that Dudley would be 
one of 27 police stations across the 
region to have their public front of¬ 
fices closed as part of cost-cutting 
measures. Front desks at Stour¬ 
bridge, Halesowen, Tipton and 
Wednesbury have already closed. 

Mr Austin said: “I’m very disap¬ 
pointed but I’m determined to keep 
fighting for the station. I’m urging 
the Home Secretary to listen to the 
2,200 people who are against this 
closure and want our region to get a 
fairer share of police funding.” 


New law to 
tackle stray 
horse issue 


NEW laws aimed at preventing the 
illegal grazing of horses or the an¬ 
imals being abandoned on public 
land have come into force. 

As many as 3,000 horses are 
thought to be illegally ‘fly-grazing’ 
across the country and the Black 
Country has long been one of the 
areas badly affected. 

During the past 12 months, a total 
of 100 horses have been rounded up 
from streets and fields across Dudley 
and Sandwell. 

Changes to The Control of Horses 
Act 2015 are designed to ensure that 
horse owners who graze their ani¬ 
mals without permission can now 
be dealt with more quickly and ef¬ 
fectively. 

The new law, which has been 
welcomed by the RSPCA, means 
that irresponsible owners can have 
their horses seized by the landowner 
and then sold or otherwise removed 
within just four days. They can also 
be charged for any damage to the 
land and for care of the horses. 

In Dudley, 51 horses were col¬ 
lected between April 2014 and 
March this year. Hotspots include 
Fens Pool nature reserve, Pensnett, 
and land near Russells Hall estate.

Thousands of people got involved 
with the inaugural celebrations last 
year and now organisers are calling 
for people to get their Black Coun¬ 
try flags on display in readiness for 
its return during July and August. 

The black, white and red flag 
with its chain motif will be flying 
from landmark locations across the 
four Black Country boroughs, in¬ 


cluding at Dudley Castle and Dud¬ 
ley Town Hall. 

Dudley Zoo will also be joining in 
the fun by teaching Charlie, a blue 
and gold macaw to speak in Black 
Country dialect. 

Writer and performer Billy Spa¬ 
kemon has penned a Fly the Flag 
song to encourage people to show 
their Black Country colours. 

Billy, from Oldbury, said: “It was 
wonderful to see so many people 
of all ages celebrating the Black 
Country at last year’s festival and 
we want to start building the excite¬ 
ment now for an even bigger cele¬ 
bration this year.” 

One of the main events of the 
festival will be held in Stone Street, 
Dudley on July 11.

Homes to double on 
former industrial site 

THE number of homes planned for part of 
a former industrial site in the Black Country 
will more than double in the latest stage of 
a huge development. 

A total of 334 homes were planned for 
land off Tansey Green Road and Oak Lane 
in Pensnett. Included in this, there will be 
44 homes built on one section of the site, 
instead of 20. Work has been ongoing 
since the original plans were approved in 
2010. The new proposals are made up of 
39 flats and five houses. 

The plans will go before Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee on Monday. 

ZOO 

Life-sized animal 
sculptures at gate 

LIFE-SIZED animal sculptures will greet 
visitors to Dudley Zoo under plans to 
revitalise the attraction’s public en¬ 
trance. 

A total of five galvanised steel sculp¬ 
tures, created by Shropshire artist Tim 
Roper, will lead people into the zoo 
from a new car park which is nearing 
completion. 

The sculptures include a 15ft giraffe, 
an orang utan, a tiger, a sea lion and a 
crocodile. The new entrance is due to 
be completed in September.

Jumping for joy as 
15 jobs are created 

AN INDOOR trampoline park will open in 
Stourbridge, creating 15 jobs, under plans. 

Proposals for the complex, earmarked 
for a unit on Stourbridge Estate on Mill 
Race Lane have been submitted to Dudley 
Council. 

There will be connected trampolines, 
covering an area measuring 5,381 sq ft, 
as well as a foam pit area. There will be 
a training trampoline with harness and a 
basket ball slam dunk zone. The plans also 
include a viewing area and cafe bar. 

The centre would be open seven days a 
week under the proposals lodged by L & C 
Commercial Ltd. 
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A FATHER-OF-THREE who ran a 
£250,000-a-year fake clothing racket 
from the garage of his Stourbridge 
home has been jailed for two years. 

Ian Guy ignored repeated warnings 
to halt his massive counterfeit trade 
in which goods were sold throughout 
the world via the internet. 

The 38-year-old’s business Guy 
Tees, which ignored copyright on 
logos and images, cost major com¬ 
panies and a host of pop singers and 
bands over £500,000 in potential 
losses over two years by printing 
T-shirts and hoodies. 


AN ELDERLY couple are 
at their wits’ end over the 
number of begging letters 
from charities that they re¬ 
ceive - they have been sent 
so many they could wallpa¬ 
per their lounge with them. 

Kindly Betty and Roy Griffin, 
from Dudley, give regularly to 
several charities but say they 
feel ‘squeezed’ to give more. 
They fear that vulnerable elder¬ 
ly people are becoming targets 
for professional fundraisers. 

Mrs Cooke, aged 79, said: “These 
people are vultures. They’re trained 
in the best ways to achieve the right 
result. It’s easy to get lured into giv¬ 
ing and you’re left feeling awful if 
you don’t.” 

The couple were moved to speak 
out after reading about the tragic 
death of pensioner and Poppy seller 
Olive Cooke whose body was recov¬ 
ered from the Avon gorge in Bristol 
after she confided that she was being 
tormented by cold-callers from char¬ 
ities urging her to give more. 

Inquest 

An inquest heard that the 92-year- 
old war widow, who was one of Brit¬ 
ain’s longest serving poppy sellers, 
had felt under pressure from the 
number of requests she received 
from charities by phone and letter. 

Mr and Mrs Cooke say they know 
what that feels like. They changed 
their telephone number three times 
in order to avoid such calls. 

Retired dinner lady Betty said: 
“We got a block put on the line but 
it only lasted three months. The last 
time we changed our number we 
went ex-directory. 

“This is what Olive was having 
to put up with, phone calls day and 
night. It’s like they’re entitled to a 
donation — it’s pressure.” 

Sitting at the kitchen table in the 
couple’s cosy semi-detached home, 
she showed the bizarre collection 
of gifts that are included in some of 
the letters, intended to guilt-trip re- 


Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard that the sales of the fake goods 
on eBay between 2010 to 2012 topped 
£250,000. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting, ex¬ 
plained: “The operation was profes¬ 
sional, well organised and extremely 
profitable, selling worldwide.” 

Guy started a legitimate enterprise 
in 2005 but five years later was using 
state-of-the-art copying equipment in 
the garage of his John Corbett Drive 
home to churn out counterfeits. 

Lawyers for companies hit by the 
racket told him to stop in December 


cipients into forking out more cash. 
These include free sticky labels bear¬ 
ing their names and address, ther¬ 
mal gloves, rosary beads, scarves, 
religious texts, a crucifix and baby 
socks. 

The good-hearted pair have al¬ 
ways given consideration to the 
charities they support, giving £5 
monthly donations to the RSPCA 
and the Dogs Trust and making fur¬ 
ther one-off contributions during 
the year, mainly in response to crisis 
appeals, as well as sending money 
at Christmas on their six favourite 
charities. 

Betty puts £1 a week in a box and 
divides it up at the end of the year 


2011 and again in July of the follow¬ 
ing year but he carried on regardless 
while claiming child tax credit and 
never declaring his true earnings to 
the authorities, maintained Mr Jack- 
son. 

A tip-off triggered an investigation 
by Dudley Trading Standards culmi¬ 
nating in a September 2012 raid on 
Guy’s home that revealed counter¬ 
feiting equipment, hundreds of blank 
T-shirts, dozens of goods packaged 
for dispatch and tell-tale documents. 
Analysis of computers disclosed 2,500 
files of trade mark images.

Missionaries of Charity and the In¬ 
ternational Fund for Animal Wel¬ 
fare. Her husband, a retired metal 
worker, would like to give more of 
their modest income but Betty has 
had to put her foot down. 

She says the number of charity re¬ 
quests they have received has esca¬ 
lated in the past year, with a pile six 
inches deep arriving every month. 

“I could wallpaper our lounge 
with them. Every other post brings 
more,” says the grandmother-of-two. 
“I’ve now got to the point of not 
reading them. 

“My husband gets upset when 


Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending, 
said: “This was not fraudulent from 
the outset. He saw what others were 
doing on eBay. 

“He has brought ruin on his family. 
There are no winners in this case.” 

Guy admitted seven specimen 
charges including knowingly carry¬ 
ing on a business for the fraudulent 
production, sale and supply of coun¬ 
terfeit goods and their packaging. 

Guy was given six months to pay 
£130,000 or face a further two years 
in jail and pay £18,500 costs to Dud¬ 
ley Council. 


I say ‘bin it’. You’ve got to harden 
yourself. You feel mean sometimes, 
and I’m not that way at all. It hurts. 

“We’ve worked hard all our lives 
and we feel we’re being squeezed.” 

They choose to keep more control 
over their money by sending cheques 
rather than signing up for Direct 
Debit payments. But they fear for 
other elderly people, especially those 
with dementia. 

Betty said: “These are things that 
pensioners really are worried about, 
especially those living alone. Some¬ 
thing needs to be done. The elderly 
do seem to be targeted with this sort 
of mail and even the Government 
can’t seem to stop it.” 


Man's arm 
was sliced 
in machete 
gang attack 

A MAN’S arm was almost severed in an 
attack by a gang of eight men wielding 
bats and a machete in Quinton. 

Police say the victim, a 24-year-old, is 
lucky to be alive after the brutal assault 
and remains in hospital being treated for 
his serious wounds. 

Police made an appeal for witnesses 
this week and said they believe it was a 
targeted attack. 

The man was in a property in Rilstone 
Road with a friend when a number of ve¬ 
hicles pulled up at around 6.15pm Tues¬ 
day (May 26). 

Officers say he went outside to see 
what they wanted and was attacked by 
around eight men with bats and struck 
with a machete, seriously injuring his 
right arm and back. 

An appeal has been launched by police 
who want to speak to any witnesses to 
the vicious attack. 

Ferocious 

Detective Sergeant Reg Collett said: 
“This was a ferocious and violent attack 
and the man is lucky not to have been 
fatally injured. We believe this to be a 
targeted rather than random attack and 
we have carried out house to house and 
CCTV inquiries in the area. 

“I would urge anyone who witnessed 
the assault or saw any vehicles driving 
at speed in the area around the time of 
the attack to contact me - all calls will be 
treated in the strictest confidence.” 

Anyone with information is asked 
to call police on 101 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111. 

Staff are moving 
out over car park 

AROUND 100 workers will move out of 
offices based at Stourbridge’s Mary Ste¬ 
vens Park after complaints they were 
clogging up parking spaces. 

Dudley Council agreed to find an alter¬ 
native site for its staff after the Charity 
Commission launched an investigation. 
Around half of the workers based at 
the park will move to alternative site in 
Wordsley. 

Since 200 Dudley Council children’s 
services staff were transferred to a park 
building last year, campaigners have 
complained that they are using up park¬ 
ing spaces that should be available for 
the public. 

Stourbridge MP Margot James 
launched a petition, signed by almost 
450 people, calling for the council to find 
a long-term solution to the problem.

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League left 
facing the 
final whistle 
after century 

THE Dudley and Cradley Heath Foot¬ 
ball League could be forced to fold 
after more than 100 years due to a 
shortage of teams. 

The league had as many as 118 
clubs in its 1980s heyday but only has 
eight teams signed up for next season. 

Last season the league had 16 
teams competing across two divisions. 
But bosses say only half that many 
have so far signed up for the 2015/16 
season, starting in August. 

General Secretary Bryan Sutton 
said: “We are hoping this will not be 
the end for the league altogether but 
you cannot play with less than eight 
teams. If one were to drop out that 
could be the end. Really we need 12 to 
be in a division. It would be very sad if 
the league was forced to fold. It would 
be very sad.” 

The league was formed in 1910 as 
the Cradley Heath and District Ama¬ 
teur Football League. Mr Sutton said 
in the 1980s up to 118 clubs were on 
its books. He said people staying out 
later on Saturday nights and dwin¬ 
dling sponsorship for teams could be 
behind the current struggle. 

“Most sponsors used to be the local 
pub but a lot of those pubs have gone,” 
he said. “If you a ran a football team 
from a pub and it changed landlord 
and he was not interested you could 
go down the road to another and he 
would support you. There seems to be 
a lack of interest in Sunday football 
now.”

Former library set 
to become homes 

STOURBRIDGE’S former town li¬ 
brary and technical college will be 
converted into homes under plans 
poised to be given the go-ahead. 

Developers have revealed their pro¬ 
posals for the Old Library, a Grade-II 
listed building, which stands on the 
corner of Hagley Road and Church 
Street, near the town’s railway sta¬ 
tion. 

It would see part of the ground floor, 
basement and the entire first and sec¬ 
ond floors converted into 23 apart¬ 
ments. Another part of the building is 
currently occupied by BBLB Corstor- 
phine and Wright Architects. 

Dudley Council planning officers 
have recommended the scheme is 
given the go-ahead. The final decision 
will be made at a meeting on Monday. 

Temporary lights 
during rock work 

IMPROVEMENTS are being carried 
out beside a road in Stourbridge. 
Temporary traffic lights will be in¬ 
stalled in Worcester Road for five days 
from Monday so safety netting can be 
installed on a rock face. 


Drink and drugs thug jailed for attack 


A VICIOUS thug high on a cocktail of drink and 
drugs has been jailed for eight years for beating an 
innocent man to within an inch of his life in Stour¬ 
bridge High Street. 

Joshua Bernard attacked Callum Duncan after 
taking cocaine and drinking Champagne, brandy, 
10 shots of sambuca and sharing two jugs of vodka 
and Red Bull with his girlfriend. 

Bernard was out celebrating his 21st birthday 
with his partner when they began to argue outside 
a pub in Stourbridge High Street at 2 am on January 
16. His girlfriend called out to Mr Duncan, who is 
in his 20s, for help and he began to cross the road 
to assist her but, before he could reach her, Bernard 
burst forward and felled him with a single punch. 


The victim lay unconscious in the middle of the 
road while being punched, kicked and stamped on 
by the attacker until his girlfriend managed to pull 
him away. But as she tried to care for Mr Duncan, 
Bernard returned to kicked the defenceless victim 
in the head. A footprint was left on the victim’s 
forehead. 

The savage beating was witnessed by a monitor 
watching the CCTV feed, who alerted police. Ber¬ 
nard ran away as officers arrived but was caught 
after a chase. 

Self-employed Mr Duncan, who had never met his 
attacker before, had his nose shattered and cheek¬ 
bone fractured. He remembers nothing of the inci¬ 
dent because of his injuries. The amount of drink 


and drugs taken by Bernard meant he had no mem¬ 
ory of the attack either. But when shown the CCTV 
footage by police, he confessed: “That was sick - be¬ 
yond disgusting.” 

Mr Harpreet Sandhu, defending at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court this week, said: “He is still re¬ 
volted by what he did.” Bernard from Gower Street, 
All Saints, Wolverhampton, pleaded guilty to caus¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm with intent and was jailed 
for eight years by Judge Nicholas Webb. Judge 
Webb told him: “When he was lying unconscious on 
the ground, you approached again and unleashed an 
almighty kick that moved his head a considerable 
distance. It was a dreadful thing to see and could so 
easily have killed him.” 


More than 130 jobs are 
axed in council's cull 


MORE than 130 jobs will be axed by 
Dudley Council in a bid to cut costs. 

The council is looking to make 134 vol¬ 
untary and two compulsory redundancies 
in 2015/16. Council leaders said they had 
worked to keep compulsory redundancies 
to a minimum. 

It follows the loss of more than 700 posts 
during the previous four years. 

The budget proposals for 2015/16 have in¬ 
cluded a shake-up of Dudley youth services 
to save £200,000. Burial fees have also been 
increased in a move, expected to bring in 
£520,000 in the next three years. 

Other cost-cutting proposals include plans 
to turn off some street lights after midnight, 
saving £100,000 by 2018. 

But proposals to axe free transport for chil¬ 
dren with special needs in Dudley were shelved 
following objections from concerned parents. 

Council tax and council home rents have 
been frozen along with stall fees on Dudley 
Market. 

The council needs to make savings of £22.1 
million during the current financial year, ris¬ 
ing to £24.3m in 2016/17 and £26.3million in 
2017/18. 

Gap 

But this will still leave a further gap of 
£32.7m which will need to be addressed by 
2017/18. 

Council leader Councillor Pete Lowe said: 
“Dudley has been impacted significantly as a 
result of national government cuts and as a re¬ 
sult we have authorised 134 voluntary redun¬ 
dancies and two compulsory redundancies. 

“We will continue to keep compulsory redun¬ 
dancies at a minimum - they will and be our 
last resort whilst continuing to advocate for a 
fair funding deal for Dudley and local govern¬ 
ment.” 

As part of a shake-up of the youth services 
in the borough, 27 youth workers have left 
through voluntary redundancy and six people 
have been redeployed to other roles within 
the authority. The hours covered by the staff 
equate to six full-time roles. 

Voluntary groups will be drafted in to help 
run some of the activities at the borough’s 
seven youth centres. It will cost parents more 
to send children to Astley Burf Outdoor Adven¬ 
ture Centre in Worcestershire. 

The council has slashed the number of direc- 
tor and assistant director posts from 22 to 11.

Joey, who has his own series 
Educating Joey Essex, which sees 
the celebrity travelling the world 
to fill gaps in his knowledge, 
waved at the crowd before signing 
copies and posing with fans. 

Joey superfan Shanna Martin, 
aged 16, said: “I ran straight up 


to him and said ‘what are you 
saying?’ and he said it straight 
back to me. He was a really down 
to earth guy.” The book, Joey’s 
second after his biography ‘Being 
Reem’, includes doodle pages. 

He only made it halfway 
through the queue before he had 
to leave. Alex Mason, of Water- 
stones, said: “Joey was here until 
just after 1pm but had to end the 
signing to attend other signings 
and a television appearance.”

Some are migrants who have come to 
the Midlands.”

Unro in custody 
facing charges 

TWO men have appeared in court 
charged with drug and gun crimes. 

Mohammed Ali, aged 28, and Ravin- 
der Sohal, 25, were arrested in Hale¬ 
sowen last week. Both men appeared 
before Dudley magistrates on Friday. 
Ali, of no fixed address, is charged 
with possessing a firearm with intent 
to endanger life and possession with 
intent to supply class A drugs. Sohal, 
of Cemetery Road, Smethwick, is also 
charged with the drugs offence.

Chiefs estimate that almost 1,500 
of the patients seen at the new centre 
would have previously turned up at 
A&E. Patients are assessed by a nurse 
at the centre.

Football pitch huge fee rise 


A CONTROVERSIAL decision to 
hike fees for football pitch hire in 
Dudley borough by £200 is set to be 
scrapped. 

Coaches and players were angered 
when councillors voted to increase 
pitch hire costs by up to 40 per cent 
for the 2015/16 season. 

Senior adult teams were set to 
see fees rise from just over £500 per 
year to around £710 under the policy 


which was ratified as part of the au¬ 
thority’s annual budget. 

But now Dudley Council has re¬ 
vised its charges for pitch hire. The 
fee for a season’s hire is to be set at 
£518 - a much smaller increase. 

Conservative opposition leader 
on the council, Councillor Patrick 
Harley helps run High Acres Foot¬ 
ball Club in the Dudley and Crad- 
ley Heath Football League. He said: 


“Common sense has prevailed. It 
would have been lunacy and would 
have put teams out of existence to 
have had a 40 percent rise in fees. I 
think a two percent rise people can 
accept. They accept fees will inevita¬ 
bly rise to some extent. 

“People will pay more if they have 
better facilities. The council is right, 
pitch fees are higher elsewhere, but 
the quality of the pitches is also 


scrapped 

much, much better. They have ne¬ 
glected the fields here. We are work¬ 
ing in the dark ages when it comes to 
sport in Dudley.” 

Consultation has taken place be¬ 
tween the council and league rep¬ 
resentatives and football forums to 
explore the possibility of mainte¬ 
nance of pitches being transferred to 
clubs. The fees for 2015/16 are set to 
be rubber-stamped on Monday. 


Plans for two more 
care homes 'on hold'

MULTI-MILLION pound 
plans to build two new in¬ 
dependent care centres for 
older residents have been 
put on on hold, partially due 
to funding. 

A deal had been struck be¬ 
tween care developer Midland 
Heart and Dudley Council to 
build five extra care housing fa¬ 
cilities by 2015. 

But only three have been built 
— on the Russells Hall estate in 
Dudley, at Coseley and in Cradley. 

Further schemes are now under re¬ 
view. 

Midland Heart spokesman Rich¬ 
ard Brooker said: “The plan is for 
five extra care facilities, however the 
project is currently ‘on-hold’. This 
is so that we can jointly review both 
the level of demand and necessary 
funding availability.” 

Extra care housing is designed for 
people to live independently in their 
own homes while receiving tailored 
care and health services.. 

Dudley Council introduced extra 
care housing as it sought to close 
existing care homes, a plan which 
sparked controversy. 

Petition 

More than 5,000 people signed a 
petition which led to council chiefs 
overturning plans to close New 
Bradley Hall care home in King- 
swinford. The home is now run by a 
third party, Black Country Housing 
Group. 

But other homes, such as Tiled 
House care home in Pensnett and 
Amblecote House, did close. 

Dudley Council’s lead councillor 
for housing, Councillor Gaye Par¬ 
tridge, said: “We intend to have an 
additional two extra care housing 
developments in the borough but 
are unable to give a timescale on 
this, as we first must identify sites 
which could be suitable for such 
schemes.”

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Landlord is 
handed £6k 
court bill 
over homes 


A LANDLORD has been made to 
pay more than £6,000 after vulnera¬ 
ble residents were found to be living 
in mouldy homes that were without 
smoke alarms. 

Dudley Council prosecuted Bal- 
winder Singh Dhadwal over a number 
of failings discovered at his properties 
in Wynall Lane, Stourbridge. 

Housing officials were concerned 
for the safety of tenants living in the 
homes, many of which were found to 
have electrical problems. 

Magistrates heard on Thursday 
that the council had tried to get Dhad¬ 
wal to improve the standard of living 
conditions before taking him to court. 

Dhadwal, aged 60, of Kidderminster 
Road, Hagley, pleaded guilty to five 
breaches of the Housing Act. 

He also pleaded guilty to failing to 
adhere to an order preventing a prop¬ 
erty being re-let. 

Costs 

He was fined £5,325 and told to pay 
a total of £1,310 in court costs during 
the hearing last week. 

Dudley Council’s housing chief 
Gaye Partridge said: “This really 
sends out a clear message that we will 
do everything we can to protect ten¬ 
ants living in private accommodation 
wherever possible. 

“Landlords who do not take advice 
and then fail to improve their proper¬ 
ties for tenants can expect to pay an 
expensive visit to court.”

Russells Hall meeting cancer targets 


DUDLEY’S Russells Hall Hospital is meeting tar¬ 
gets for treatment of cancer patients, unlike other 
hospitals in the region where patients are waiting 
more than two months for cancer treatment. 

More than 50 were left waiting at least 104 days 
at five NHS trusts in the Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire. 

The Government says people should be treated 
within 62 days but 204 had to wait longer than three 
months. 

Only Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital met the 
Government’s target of 85 per cent of admitted 
patients waiting no more than the maximum of 62 
days, from January to March this year. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS Trust - 


which runs Sandwell and City Hospitals - narrowly 
missed the target at 84.1 per cent. 

Health bosses insist the situation has improved 
at many hospitals since the period covered by the 
newly-released figures from NHS England. 

Some 57 patients had to wait more than 104 days 
for treatment across five NHS trusts. 

In Wolverhampton, 79.3 per cent of the total 137 
cancer patients were treated in 62 days but 10 had 
to wait more than 104 days. And 77 per cent of pa¬ 
tients in Walsall waited no longer than 62 days but 
five of the total of 77 patients waited more than 104 
days. 

Patients with lower gastrointestinal cancer are 
facing the longest waits, with just 47.1 per cent 


treated within the time limit in Walsall, compared 
to 58.1 per cent in Dudley, 69 per cent in Sandwell 
and 63.9 per cent in Wolverhampton. 

All breast cancer patients received treatment in 
62 days in Walsall, with 93 per cent in both Dudley 
and Sandwell and 96 per cent in Wolverhampton. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of the Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust, said: “We work hard to 
ensure patients are treated as quickly as possible, 
within or better than the nationally-set time frame. 

“This helps to ensure the best possible outcomes 
for our patients. Although we perform well against 
the targets, we are always looking at ways to further 
improve our performance.” 


Walkway bid to boost 
trade in Brierley Hill 


BRIERLEY Hill’s town centre is in for 
a boost with a new walkway linking 
it to Merry Hill and The Waterfront. 

Council bosses want to increase visitor 
numbers and help breathe new life into 
the town centre, which has fallen on hard 
times in recent years. 

They are now drawing up regeneration plans 
to change the fortunes of the town with its 
shops also earmarked for a revamp. 

A new walkway between the High Street and 
Merry Hill is among the proposals. It would 
also link up with The Waterfront complex to 
make it easier for shoppers to get around the 
three sites. 

Shops and premises in the High Street would 
also be renovated under the plans being consid¬ 
ered by Dudley Council. 

Ward councillor Rachel Harris said: “Now 
that the regeneration of Dudley town centre is 
nearing an end, the council is turning its atten¬ 
tion to other town centres. 

“We have been discussing how we can im¬ 
prove the High Street. One of the things we 
have been looking at is creating a walkway and 
public space behind the High Street to take 
people to Merry Hill. We are also discussing 
renovating the businesses and buildings. 

“It’s early days at the moment but I am re¬ 
ally pleased that the council is not just looking 
at Dudley town centre but also Brierley Hill 
now. It’s very promising.” 

Accessible 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration, said: “As part of the 
Brierley Hill Area Action Plan we are looking 
at ways of creating better links within Brier¬ 
ley Hill town centre including the High Street, 
Merry Hill and The Waterfront. The walkway 
will make all three locations more accessible 
than ever before and bring more people to the 
area. We are currently looking at the cost of 
the scheme and a number of funding sources 
to finance this important project.” 

In February, The Moor Centre was bought 
by property firm Evolve Estates sparking hopes 
of regeneration in the town. Building work 
is also under way on 180 apartments at The 
Landmark, formerly the Point North offices. 

The Dudley Business Investment Zone was 
launched at The Waterfront in Brierley Hill 
in April 2014 in a bid by Dudley Council to 
fill empty office space and create more than a 
thousand new jobs.

Images of the area are in the 
spotlight at an exhibition in 
Wolverhampton. KIMBERLEY 
CRAYTON-BROWN reports 

CHEERING on Wolves, enjoying a 
day at the races, or lining up to see 
the legendary Robert Plant - peo¬ 
ple from the Black Country could 
find their faces among hundreds 
in an exhibition celebrating the re¬ 
gion. 

Over the course of four years Mag¬ 
num photographer Martin Parr travelled 
throughout Wolverhampton, Walsall, 
Dudley and Sandwell, camera in hand 
documenting the everyday lives of peo¬ 
ple throughout the area. 

Images of football fans at Molineux, ravers 
at the Wolverhampton Civic Hall and shop and 
factory workers are on display alongside wed¬ 
ding guests and racegoers. They are all part 
of the Black Country Stories exhibition, which 
opened at the city’s art gallery last Saturday. 

Pigeon 

An entire wall at Wolverhampton Art Gal¬ 
lery is covered with hundreds of images taken 
by the award-winning photographer, and gal¬ 
lery staff are encouraging people to come along 
and see if they make an appearance. 

The image wall will form part of the exhi¬ 
bition alongside larger prints of Parr’s work 
especially selected from the Black Country 
Stories archive, as well as 400 snapshots, oral 
histories and four documentary films made by 
Parr. 

The films feature Willenhall pensioners on 
a Turkey and Tinsel coach trip to Weston-su¬ 
per-Mare, glassmakers in Stourbridge, a Mox- 
ley pigeon breeder who goes to Mongolia, and 
Teddy Gray’s famous sweet factory. 

Parr said: “I am looking forward to pre¬ 
senting back, to both Wolverhampton and the 
wider Black Country, the fruits of my four- 
year journey around this unique area. Despite 


the poor local economy, the spirit and deter¬ 
mination of the community comes shining 
through.” 

At the beginning of the project, commis¬ 
sioned in 2010 by West Bromwich-based com¬ 
munity arts charity Multistory, Parr said he 
felt he knew Britain quite well, but the Black 
Country was a blind spot. 

In a blog detailing the project, he says: “I 
have either visited or photographed in most 
major cities, from Plymouth to Wick in the 
far north of Scotland. I do have my blind spots 
and one was the Black Country, despite driv¬ 
ing past this on the M6 on my journeys north 
on many occasions. So when Emma Chetcuti 
from Multistory contacted me to ask if I might 
be interested in doing a photographic commis¬ 
sion, in the borough of Sandwell, I could not 
say yes fast enough. 

“With its famous industrial past, there was 


going to be an inevitable sense of decline in the 
area, but what I had not counted on was the 
revitalisation that the many immigrant groups 
had brought to the area. There are active com¬ 
munities from many parts of the world: India, 
Pakistan of course, and the inevitable recent 
influx of Poles but also Somalis, West Indians 
and many others. 

“It is this vital mix that we decided to focus 
on and, at the same time, looking for examples 
of traditional Black Country life that were in 
good health. As the lid was slowly eased open, 
we realised the power of the material that we 
were unearthing. 

“This is a celebration of your community.” 

The 62-year-old, who was born in Surrey 
and now lives in Bristol, said his budding 
interest in photography when he was a teen¬ 
ager was encouraged by his grandfather, also 
a keen amateur photographer. Starting the 


Black Country Stories project in Sandwell in 
2010, Parr spent time at West Bromwich mar¬ 
ket, the town’s St George’s Day parade, and 
snapped Albion fans on a match day. 

Staff at Mad O’Rourke’s Pie factory in Tip- 
ton and its legendary ‘Desperate Dan’ cow pie 
also featured, along with youngsters pictured 
playing street games at the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum, and a series of pictures at the 
Guru Nanak Gurdwara in Smethwick during 
the annual Vaisakhi festival. 

During 2011 and 2012 he visited Wolver¬ 
hampton, capturing pictures inside and out¬ 
side Molineux of the rollercoaster of emotions 
expressed by fanatical football fans. 

Colourful diamond jubilee celebrations to 
mark the 60th anniversary of the accession of 
Queen Elizabeth II in 2012 showed churches, 
cricket clubs and neighbours all join together 
in celebrations, while nightlife was captured 
at the Slade Rooms and the Quest reunion at 
the Civic Hall. Other images featured staff at 
Marstons Brewery, youngsters at Royal Wol¬ 
verhampton School, in Penn Road, and shop¬ 
pers inside Wulfrun Shopping Centre. 

Acclaimed 

Dudley had its turn in 2013, including mo¬ 
ments at Bathams Brewery in Brierley Hill, 
Dudley Zoo, families enjoying Netherton Park 
fun day and the sea cadets. 

Marguerite Nugent, Wolverhampton Art 
Gallery’s senior curator, said: “Martin Parr 
is an internationally acclaimed documentary 
photographer so to have his work here and 
for that work to be about local people is a real 
coup. 

“We hope people, who might not always 
visit, will come into the gallery to have a look 
to see if an image of themselves or anyone 
they know is in the exhibition. It really is a 
fascinating glimpse of Wolverhampton and the 
surrounding Black Country.” 

Black Country Stories is supported by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, Wolverhampton 
Art Gallery, The New Art Gallery Walsall, 
Sandwell Council and Arts Council England, 
and is on display at the Lichfield Street gallery 
until August 22.

Bucket loads of 
help at hospice 

AROUND £500 has been donated to a hos¬ 
pice left with a huge repair bill after thieves 
stripped lead from its roof. 

Compton Hospice in Wolverhampton 
was raided twice, with catalytic convert¬ 
ers taken from vans and flooding damage 
caused to rooms where the lead was ripped 
off the roof. 

In total, the bill has come to £20,000 and 
the hospice’s insurance won’t cover it all as 
there have been previous similar incidents. 

But bosses say they have been over¬ 
whelmed by goodwill with donations coming 
from as far as America after an anonymous 
woman spotted the hospice’s plight on Face- 
book. 

Beatties House of Fraser held a fun day 
to raise cash for the charity and a security 
firm is also offering assistance to the hos¬ 
pice, which costs £6 million a year to run. 

Grace Ruston, marketing officer for 
Compton Hospice, thanked the public for 
their help. 


London families offered £7k 
if move to the Black country 


LONDON boroughs have re¬ 
located dozens of families on 
benefits to the Black Coun¬ 
try because it’s cheaper than 
finding accommodation in 
the capital. 

One council is even paying families 
up to £7,000 to move out. 

The authorities are housing people 
with private landlords in Sandwell and 
blaming the £26,000-a-year benefits 
cap. But council leaders in the West 
Midlands say this is putting pressure 
on resources and housing here and 
claim it has vindicated their attempt 
to stop ‘benefits tourism’. 


Two councils in London revealed 
they had sent 39 families to the West 
Midlands between them over the past 
year. Newham Council alone sent 25. 
Thirteen went to Sandwell, nine to 
Walsall and three to Wolverhampton. 
Brent Council did not break down its 
figures but said it had relocated 14 
households since April 2014. 

Wandsworth Council has written 
to residents offering to pay them up 
to £7,000 to move ‘within or near the 
surrounding areas of Birmingham’. 

Brent Council had around 4,500 
families on the housing waiting list — 
yet Sandwell Council frequently has in 
excess of 7,000 on its waiting list. 


Sandwell Council was criticised by 
a judge last year after it tried to intro¬ 
duce a residency test that said people 
had to live in the borough for at least 
two years to be eligible for support 
with council tax. 

West Bromwich East MP Tom Wat¬ 
son said: “This is driving out people 
who do not want to leave their homes 
to move to areas they did not want to 
live in.” 

Councillor Margaret McLennan, 
housing chief at Brent Council, said: 
“Our main priority is to secure suita¬ 
ble accommodation for those who need 
it. Unfortunately, accommodation 
cannot always be provided in Brent.”

Locker raider is 
sent to prison 

A THIEF who prised open gym lockers, 
getting away with car keys, phones, bank 
cards and cash, has been locked up. 

Nicky Lawrence’s crime spree at Pure 
Gyms in the Black Country netted a haul 
worth £10,000. The 27-year-old stole three 
cars after finding keys in the lockers, tar¬ 
geting branches in Wolverhampton, West 
Bromwich, Smethwick and Stourbridge. 

He struck 15 times in two months, in 
August and September, duping staff with 
false details. Two of the cars he stole were 
never found. Mr Philip Brunt, defending, 
said Lawrence was short of money. 

Lawrence from Chipston Road, Alum 
Rock, Birmingham, admitted two charges 
of theft from the Wolverhampton gym 
and 10 charges relating to thefts from the 
other branches. 

He was locked up for two years and five 
months by Recorder Abigail Nixon. 
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Three of the zoo’s meerkats get stuck into insect dinner 

DIGGING for grubs may not sound like a pleasant hobby 
to us, but meerkats at Dudley Zoo are loving it. The in¬ 
triguing creatures have been busy since keepers added old 
logs full of tasty creepy crawlies to their den. 

Senior keeper Jodie Dryden brought in the rotten logs to 
keep the meerkat group entertained. 

She said: “The logs were covered in moss and harboured 
lots of grubs so the meerkats had a marvellous time search¬ 
ing for treats. It was also an activity which allowed them 
to display their natural feeding behaviour and it was won¬ 
derful to watch.” 

The meerkat is a member of the mongoose family native 
to southern Africa. 

Meerkats live in large social groups of around 20 indi¬ 
viduals - it can be 50-plus - and are known collectively as 
a mob, gang or clan. They live within a large underground 
network of burrows which they leave only during the day. 

In addition to insects, meerkats will eat lizards, snakes, 
spiders and scorpions, and in their natural habitat they 
have developed an immunity to powerful scorpion venom. 

Penn golfer hits his 
second hole in one 

AN enthusiastic golfer was made up with delight after hit¬ 
ting a hole-in-one at one of Wolverhampton’s most pictur¬ 
esque courses. 

Alex Haynes, 41, scored his ace on the 135-yard, par- 
three seventh at Penn Golf Club while playing in a compe¬ 
tition earlier this month. 

Remarkably, it is the second time Alex has hit a hole- 
in-one on the seventh hole after achieving it for the first 
time last year. 

Alex plays regularly at the club, situated at Penn Com¬ 
mon, and is currently deputy captain of the Penn Golf Club 
team. 

“It was an incredible feeling,” he said. “I was walking 
down the hole and couldn’t find the ball and then saw it in 
the pocket. I was stunned. 

“To do it once is a very special feeling but to do it again 
is absolutely fantastic.”

Views sought on 
Post Office move 

POST Office bosses are inviting residents 
to give their views on plans to move a town 
centre branch. 

Blackheath Post Office would move 300 
metres from High Street to Halesowen 
Street under the proposals. 

Saturday opening hours would also be ex¬ 
tended with the new store to open 9am to 
5.30pm Monday to Saturday. 

Will Russell, regional manager, said: “We 
understand how important having a Post 
Office is to residents in Blackheath and we 
are confident that this new modern Post Of¬ 
fice service will meet the needs of the local 
community.”

Big drop in number of PCSOs 
on the beat over last five years 


THE number of Police Communi¬ 
ty Support Officers (PCSOs) in the 
West Midlands and Staffordshire fell 
by 15 per cent in the last five years . 

There were 160 fewer of the officers in 
both forces at the end of last year than in 
2010. Some 135 of these were in the West 
Midlands and 25 in Staffordshire. 

The Unison union says more needs to be done 
to protect police forces from Government cuts 
but bosses insist they are ensuring there are still 
enough officers. 


West Midlands chiefs are in the middle of tak¬ 
ing on 450 constables while Staffordshire Police 
is recruiting 31 PCSOs in the coming months. 

Across the country, there has been a 27 per 
cent reduction in the number of PCSOs, with 
4,430 jobs cut since 2010. 

Critics say PCSOs make up the majority 
of neighbourhood police teams so the drop in 
numbers will have an effect on communities. It 
comes as the West Midlands force faces 2,500 
job losses and £120 million of cuts in the next 
four years. 

Unison general secretary Dave Prentis said: 


“People feel safer when there is a visible and re¬ 
assuring police presence on the beat. But four 
years of savage cuts to PCSOs mean that one- 
in-four police patrols have been withdrawn from 
our neighbourhoods since 2010.” 

West Midlands police and crime commissioner 
David Jamieson said: “Unison are absolutely 
correct that because of unfair Government cuts 
the number of PCSOs is falling. 

“In the West Midlands we have faced the larg¬ 
est policing cuts in the country, which have been 
disproportionately higher than lower-crime 
rural areas.” 


Business hit 
by club blaze 

THOUSANDS of pounds of damage have 
been caused to a bedroom and kitchen 
showroom in Dudley after a major fire de¬ 
stroyed a neighbouring snooker club. 

Businessman Mark Price has spoken 
of his shock after the blaze at Dudley 
Snooker Club wrecked his showroom and 
office. Arsonists have been blamed for the 
blaze at the club in Stafford Street, in the 
early hours of Sunday, May 24. 

Mr Price has been counting the costs of 
the damage at his business called Price- 
2Beat, which moved into the showroom 
around two years ago. The 46-year-old 
father-of-two said: “It has caused a fair 
bit of damage. It was a shock.” He added: 
“I have moved the business to my home 
while the damage is assessed.”

HE has served generations of Black Coun¬ 
try families with the latest toys for around 
five decades but now a popular Dudley trad¬ 
er has stepped down from his role running 
a popular toy shop 

Alan Caswell and relatives at the fam¬ 
ily business, including sister Lynne, have 
handed over The Arcade Toy Shop, in the 
Fountain Arcade, off Dudley High Street, to 
new owners Dave Carter and Martyn Perry. 

The shop was first opened by Mr Cas¬ 
well’s father Charles and business part¬ 
ner Harry Harper, who took on the store 
when a previous toy shop at the site, called 
Woodsworths, shut down in 1967. His store 
was nominated as West Midlands toy store 
of the year in 1989 by the National Associa¬ 
tion of Toy Retailers. Mr Caswell received a 
golden teddy on his 40th anniversary from 
the British Toy and Hobby Association. 


A £200,000 revamp of the arcade is under 
way using cash from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund and the store has been moved tempo¬ 
rarily to another unit in the arcade while 
the finishing touches are being made. 

Mr Caswell, 62, from Pattingham, has de¬ 
cided to retire. Shoppers and traders in the 
arcade gave Mr Caswell gifts and presents. 

But the grandfather-of-six will be on 
hand for advice and support for the new 
owners 

“It was wonderful to see so many people 
come out and it was lovely to see them all,” 
he said. 

“It has put my mind at rest to know that 
the store is being taken over by new family 
owners.” 

Dave Carter, 47, and 51-year-old Martyn 
Perry, both from Dudley, have taken own¬ 
ership of the shop. 


First new secondary 
school for a decade 

A FORMER high school is to be demolished, with the first 
new secondary school in Sandwell borough for a decade to 
be built in its place. 

The bulldozers will move in on the former Langley High 
School in Moat Road, Oldbury, after being given the go- 
ahead by council chiefs. 

The demolition of the building marks the next stage in 
the process to build a new secondary school on the site. 

Work will quickly begin on the new school once the site 
is cleared. 

Sandwell Council welcomed the development as ‘great 
news for the children of Sandwell’ when it was announced 
earlier this year. 

The borough had been in desperate need of a new sec¬ 
ondary school with others stretched to the limit by a baby 
boom in recent years.

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to 
protect the future of a Cra- 
dley Heath pub will hold a 
public meeting on Wednes¬ 
day evening, June 10, at 
The Haden Cross in Hale¬ 
sowen Road. 

The pub has been listed 
by Sandwell Council as an 
Asset of Community Value 
after a group was set up to 
fight plans to build a Co-Op¬ 
erative store on its car park. 

But pub owner, Jer¬ 
sey-based property devel¬ 
oper New River Retail, has 
requested a review of that 
decision.

Community cash call to 
boost security at Legion 


CAMPAIGNERS are bidding for almost £6,000 
in funding to help boost security at a burgla¬ 
ry-hit Royal British Legion club. 

Members of the public have been busy collecting 
funds for the Kingswinford branch which was raided 
around two months ago. 

A bid is being put into a Dudley Council-run community 
forum to source more cash to pay towards new security 
measures at the club. 


Ward councillor Dave 
Tyler has helped club treas¬ 
urer Bob Townsend apply 
to the community forum 
covering Kingswinford and 
Wall heath. They have sub¬ 
mitted a funding applica¬ 
tion for £5,975 which would 
be spent on new windows 
and doors at the building in 
Summer hill. 

Councillor Tyler, who 
is Dudley Council’s armed 
forces champion, said: “It 
was a big shock for the com¬ 
munity when the burglary 
happened. I think it affected 
a lot of people when they 
heard and they wanted to 
help out any way they could. 

“The grant will help to re¬ 
place the doors and windows 
at the club and make it more 
secure.” 

Last week the club held 
a fundraising charity walk 
and more than £3,000 has 
already been pledged for the 
club and the annual Poppy 
Appeal in the wake of the 
burglary in March.

A gang stole the one-ton 
safe holding £2,500 cash as 
well as taking £2,000 worth 
of alcohol from the club, 
and a 42-inch TV along with 
charity money. They also 
caused around £5,000 worth 
of damage to the premises. 

Mr Townsend said: “We 
have been overwhelmed by 
the amount of support we 
have had.” 

This has included CCTV 
systems installed free of 
charge by local companies. 

Councillor Tyler added: 
“This club is at the heart 
of the community and we 
should do what we can to 
help.” 

Groups and organisations 
can bid for funding from the 
community forums in their 
ward areas. Councillors take 
the final decision on grant¬ 
ing funding. 

A decision on the appli¬ 
cation will be taken at the 
meeting on June 23.

A spokesman for New River Retail, who acquired the 
Maypole as part of a portfolio of 202 pubs from Mar- 
ston’s in 2013 said: “We are currently reviewing options 
for this site.”

HE started out as a karate kid and 
now Les Knight is celebrating the 30th 
anniversary of the martial arts club he 
founded in the Black Country.

Motor-bike football on Highgate Common 

Looking back to 
the glory days 


A RECENT Memory Lane 
highlighting Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s motor-cycle racing 
pedigree took a few readers’ 
minds back to the glory days 
of AJS. 

Ken Millard saw a picture of his 
father in the victorious AJS Isle 
of Man TT racing team of 1921, 
which he had not seen before. 

Training 

He remembered some pho¬ 
tographs of the place the team 
stayed while on the island, Cun¬ 
ningham’s Camp. This was a 
tented holiday camp started by 
Joseph Cunningham in the 1890s 
at Douglas. 

It had up to 1,500 tents around 
some permanent buildings like 
the ornate dining hall, and was 
open for male visitors for the 
princely some of 17s. 6d per week. 

In the First World War it was used 
as an internment camp and in the Sec-

ond World War as a Royal Navy train¬ 
ing camp. 

Obviously when the TT races 
were on, it was a convenient and 
cheap place to stay. 

Ken’s father was an AJS Tester, 
and one of his other exploits was 
motor-cycle football on Highgate 
Common. 

The games drew large crowds, 
and there seemed to be little in 
the way of Health and Safety in¬ 
volvement, with the riders not 
even wearing helmets. 

Another famous AJS racer was 
Jack Scott, who recently donated 
an old canal sign to the Tettenhall 
Transport Heritage Centre. 

His grandson is so proud of his 
exploits he has a tattoo, of his 
grandfather racing his AJS in typ¬ 
ical style.

£13.9111 bid made to Europe 
for new light rail scheme 


A BID has been lodged for £13.9 
million to kick-start plans for a light 
rail service taking train passengers 
into Dudley for the first time in 50 
years. 

The modern railcar would trans¬ 
port visitors from Dudley Port sta¬ 
tion, near Tipton, to the former rail 
station at the bottom of Castle Hill. 

It is estimated it will cost around 
£27.8m to develop and an applica¬ 
tion for half of the cash has been 
submitted to the European Regional 
Development Fund. 

Some of the money has already 
been secured with the rest expected 
to come from private investment. 

The service would help tourists 


visit Dudley Zoo, the Black Country 
Living Museum and Dudley Canal 
Trust, while there are also plans to 
then extend the light rail service to¬ 
wards Dudley bus station. 

The scheme has been unveiled fol¬ 
lowing a deal struck between Dudley 
Council and Warwick Manufactur¬ 
ing Group, which wants to use it as a 
pilot scheme for its next generation 
of railcars. 

The group will open a multi-storey 
National Centre For Development 
of Very Light Rail Technology at 
the new station. Around 45 people 
would work at the site, overseeing 
the trial service and developing the 
technology.

It’s an adventure and a chance to 
sample fine foods from foreign lands 
to transport you from good old Blighty 
to more exciting, sunnier climes. 

Pubs are desperately trying to be differ¬ 
ent in order to survive and food is where the 
big bucks come from these days. 

Artisan rustic breads, Mediterranean 
mezze, Nocellara olives all sound so inter¬ 
esting and intriguing that it really makes 
you want to experiment and try something 
new. 

It’s funny but no matter how many dishes 
can appear on a menu, when I’m dining out 
with my other half and parents I can pretty 
much predict who will have what.

So for our culinary experience we decided 
on one of our favourite destinations - The 
Lyttelton Arms, Bromsgrove Road, Stour¬ 
bridge. It has a track record that’s pretty 
good going as busy restaurants go. 

It was a return visit as two years had 
passed since we last sampled its delights. 

Inside it looks the same. It’s cosy yet 
contemporary with rural-themed canvases 
adorning the walls; woodpigeons, and coun¬ 
try gents ready to hunt. 

The menu style though has changed a 
little. It’s become more eclectic trying to 
appeal to too many different tastes. For 
want of a better word ‘trendy’. It was bus¬ 
tling with most of the tables occupied on a 
spring-like Saturday lunchtime. 

When my mum had booked she’d re¬ 
quested the softer seating area (it’s a pen¬ 


sioner thing, my other half and I weren’t so 
bothered) and normally they comply but on 
this occasion we were shown to a chunky 
wooden table with bum-numbing chairs but 
cushions were dispensed. 

The service was impeccable. Not invasive 
but professional, swift and cheerful. We 
mulled over the menu with our first round 
of drinks and the waiter stopped by with a 
dish of nibbly bits. These were some dried 
broad beans sprinkled in paprika. 

Dunked 

Our starters arrived in just the right 
amount of time. Mum loved her rustic 
breads, big hunks of wholemeal loaf dunked 
in oil mixed with seed sprinkle. 

Dad’s soup on the other hand didn’t have 
quite the same effect. He had gone for one 
of his favourites the leek and potato. But he 
found it watery and bland. Our Camembert 


sharer was delicious. For the mains as I pre¬ 
dicted the men went for burgers, mum cod 
and chips and me? 

Well I went the far-out way of battered 
halloumi. 

The burgers were on sturdy wooden 
boards with buckets of thin fries. The men 
loved them. The cod and halloumi both 
came resting on a row of chip slats but the 
ratio of different food stuffs for each dish 
was way off. 

A massive piece of fish on seven (yep, we 
counted) twice-cooked thick cut chips with 
a tablespoon of pea puree and pretty much 
an entire lemon. 

Dinner done. We ventured to the dessert 
menu and all were delicious. 

The bill came in at just shy of £125 for 
the four of us, probably a little more than 
we felt the food was actually worth.

It was founded in 1935 by J Arthur 
Rank, who had made his fortune from 
milling flour and had originally got into 
film-making as a way of promoting his 
Methodist beliefs. He joined forces 
with three other investors to turn 
Heatherden Hall and its surrounding 
land near Iver Heath in 
Buckinghamshire into a studio that 
would rival anything in Hollywood. 

Rank was, however, the driving 
force behind the project, and 
branched out into distribution and 
exhibition so that his movies would 
never be swamped by American 
products. 

During the 1940s and 1960s, the 
Rank Organisation was behind some 
of the most memorable British films 
ever made, including A Matter of Life 
and Death, Henry V, Brief Encounter 
and Great Expectations. 

Rank himself remains an important 


figure, so much so that the house in 
which he was born in Hull recently 
underwent a refurbishment and was 
reopened with much pomp and 
ceremony, including a muscleman 
with a gong - which was the symbol 
of his company. 

He may have backed many films 
over the years, but arguably Rank’s 
greatest creation was Pinewood itself. 
It’s still going strong and is the home 
of Harry Potter and James Bond, 
while the forthcoming Star Wars 
sequels were also shot there. 

In this programme, Ross meets

It’s a tough life: soon after 
Volkswagen unveils its ulti¬ 
mate sporting model to put 
at the top of your wish list, 
VW comes up with another. 

This is the new Scirocco R, a 
low sleek and purposeful coupe 
which, under the skin, has much 
in common with the flagship Golf 
R. But it’s lower, wider and with its 
distinctive coupe styling just one 
glance is enough to tell you this 
is a car with sporting pretensions. 

Once behind the wheel, in the cock- 
pit-like driver’s position, you very rap¬ 
idly become aware this is no empty 
promise: stunning acceleration and 
super sharp handling make a sporting 
dream become reality. 

Lower and wider than the Golf, on 
the road it’s potent but composed. It’s 
hard to explain but it just feels so right. 

The prices are similar (£32,035 
for the Scirocco) so if you’re lucky 
enough to be in this area of the mar¬ 
ket it comes down to personal choice, 
and perhaps a little more practicality 
in the Golf’s hatchback body if you’re 
a family man. 

Under the Scirocco’s bonnet is 
VW’s renowned 2.0 litre turbocharged 
petrol engine, producing a whopping 
280Ps of power and 350Nm of torque, 
which explains its 5.3 seconds for the 
0 to 62mph acceleration time. That’s 
with the dual clutch DSG auto trans¬ 
mission - the six speed manual is four 
tenths slower. 

That’s slightly down on the compa¬ 
rable Golf, which has an extra 20PS 


under the right foot, but neither are 
likely to have much practical effect on 
ordinary roads. 

The Scirocco was designed as a 
coupe in the traditional sense and 
there are not too many competitors in 
this class if you compare performance 
and price. 

This latest version has been refined 
and modernised with new headlights, 
fog lights and daytime running lights 
(LEDs are optional), LED taillights, 
and a redesigned front bumper which 
now features an aerodynamic blade or 
splitter. 

Inside, the dashboard has been up¬ 
dated with new-look dials and auxiliary 
instruments in a pod above the centre 
console, a tribute to the 1974 original. 

Pleasant 

There’s a real sporting ambience as 
you slide into the beautifully shaped 
and low-slung leather sports seats, 
with instruments falling easily to hand. 
Visibility is good, despite the low seat¬ 
ing, and there’s an upmarket feel. 

The soundtrack is a pleasant rasp 
under acceleration, but it’s slightly 
muted and not so loud as to be tire¬ 
some on the sort of long journey this 
car would make light work of. 

The boot is impressive for a coupe 
(343 litres with the rear seats up, 1,233 
seats down). There’s quite a lip to lift 
luggage over but somehow as the car 
is already low slung it doesn’t seem 
so bad. 

The Scirocco is fitted with VW’s 
adapative chassis with comfort, nor¬ 
mal and sport settings, allowing you 
to choose throttle response, damper 
rates and steering map. 

In practice ‘Normal’ is perfect for 


most conditions, providing a good 
balance between composed ride and 
the sort of sharp, precise handling you 
expect from a dedicated sports model. 
Sporting mode, naturally, firms thing 
up so you get a harder ride for dynam¬ 
ic benefits you shouldn’t really need 
on public roads, as the normal setting 
does the job perfectly well. 

It feels quick and eager to turn in, 
assisted by a sophisticated electronic 
differential system which very effec¬ 
tively eliminates the dual demons of 
powerful front wheel drive cars - un¬ 
dersteer and torque steer, It’s also 
wider and lower than the Golf, impart¬ 
ing even more to its inherent stability. 


The Scirocco R, equipped with the 
excellent DSG transmission is slightly 
quicker than the manual, 0 to 62mph 
sprint in 5.3 seconds. But equally, 
if not more important, is its impres¬ 
sive in-gear performance in the 40 to 
60mph and 50 to 70mph overtaking 
brackets: it is certainly a car for mak¬ 
ing progress on our congested roads. 

Average fuel consumption is 
35.3mpg according to official figures, 
but that of course depends on driving 
style. Its C02 rating is 187g/km, which 
under current rules puts it in the 30 per 
cent bracket for benefit in kind tax. 

If you want good looks and fun for 
less money, the latest Scirocco die¬ 


sel at may appeal. It’s still a quick 
car (0 to 62mph in 7.5 seconds) but 
its capable of averaging a pretty stag¬ 
gering 64.2mpg. That’s a C02 figure 
of 115g/km - better than some small 
family hatchbacks - and you BIK tax 
liability falls to 19 per cent of the lower 
£28,375 purchase price. Insurance will 
cost less, too. 

The mighty R version sits at the top 
of a four-model range, although all 
come with a comprehensive package 
of safety systems including six air¬ 
bags, electronic stability control and 
differential systems, ABS with brake 
assist, traction control and parking 
sensors. It is distinguished by larger, 


19-inch alloys for its low profile tyres. 
Inside, you get standard features 
such as dual zone climate control, 
multifunction computer, electric front 
windows and mirrors, automatic head¬ 
lights, multifunction steering wheel 
and a touchscreen control for navi¬ 
gation, audio and communications 
systems. 

It is a distinctly different offering, 
no doubt part of its attraction, and the 
range will be complemented soon by 
the new, 220PS Scirocco S. 

With the recent raft of upgrades 
to the family, VW is aiming to broad¬ 
en the appeal and build on the car’s 
sound fan base.

Ford Focus 
is getting 
even better

Every once in a while, a car is launched that 
instantly makes all of its rivals look stupid 
and old. Ford pulled off that particular trick 
back in 1998, when it launched the Mk 1 Fo¬ 
cus. The way it drove was a revelation, and 
now we are on the fourth incarnation. 

Ford has subtly tweaked the handling, making 
changes to the suspension to improve the ride and 
slightly lightening the steering. As a result, it’s a better 
long-distance travelling companion. 

The engine range has also been much revised. Let’s start 
with petrol power. Though at the foot of the range, it’s still 
possible to get the old-tech 1.6-litre Ti-VCT unit in 85, 105 
and 125PS guises, the mainstream petrol line-up is these 
days primarily based around the brand’s clever 1.0-litre 
three cylinder turbo EcoBoost unit, offered with either 100 
or 125PS. 

Above that now sits a 1.5-litre EcoBoost unit, offered with 
either 150 or 182PS. EcoBoost technology is also used in 
the hot hatch models, with a 2.0-litre 250PS unit used in the 
Focus ST and a 2.3-litre 320PS powerplant used in the top 
Focus RS. 

Those in search of a diesel have a choice between the 
old-tech 1.6-litre TDCi units, offering either 95 or 115PS. Or 
newtech 1.5-litre TDCi engines offering either 95 or 120PS. 
Make sure you know what you’re getting. 

Above these, there’s an uprated 150PS 2.0-litre TDCi unit, 
also offered in 185PS guise to Focus ST buyers. Otherwise, 
the only other option is the intriguing Focus Electric model 
which uses a combination of a 107KW electric motor and 
a 23kW lithium-ion battery to deliver a useful 142PS and 
250Nm of torque. 

Many will baulk at the restricted 100-mile driving range 
though. 


Distinctive 

It’s only when you put this improved Focus next to the 
original third generation version that you realise just how 
much more expensive this model looks. 

The most obvious change is the addition of an Aston Mar- 
tin-style trapezoidal front grille, there to give the front end 
a more distinctive look also emphasised by subtle chrome 
detailing and these slimmer, smarter front headlights and re¬ 
styled foglamps. 

The interior has also been given a serious once-over. The 
fascia design is more intuitive, that button-strewn centre 
stack and steering wheel being tidied up considerably. 

The black satin trim and chrome detailing contribute to 
a cleaner aesthetic too. Many of the controls are now mar¬ 
shalled by the SYNC 2 high-resolution, 8in colour touch 
screen system. This includes voice control for ‘easier’ ac¬ 
cess to audio, navigation, climate control and compatible 
mobile phones. 

One thing that’s undoubtedly an improvement is practi¬ 
cality. The centre storage console offers more space as well 
as a new sliding, integrated armrest, accommodating a va¬ 
riety of bottles and cups with the capacity to simultaneously 
hold a litre water bottle and a 400ml cup. 

It’s actually quite hard to know where to start when trying 
to explain the Focus model range to an unfamiliar buyer. 
It is, after all, so vast. Still, we’ll do our best. The simplest 
aspect is the availability of just two bodystyles, a five-door 
hatch or, for a model-for-model premium of around £1,100, 
a smartly-styled estate option. 

Most of the mainstream petrol variants offer the option of 
automatic transmission too. It’s the under-the-bonnet issues 
though, that require Focus buyers to really know the ropes 
when it comes to the selection process. 

Let me explain why. 

‘Focus’ is the world’s best selling global nameplate - with 
good reason. Has any car had more of an impact on mod¬ 
ern era motoring than the Ford Focus?

When a car as important to BMW as its 1 Se¬ 
ries hatchback comes around for a refresh 
you can bet the designers laboured long 
into the night on the tiniest detail. How about 
making the exhaust pipe a little bit fatter be¬ 
cause it gives the back of the car a more 
sporty look? 

Tick that one off among a host of changes to a 
model that claims one in five sales to British buyers 
of new BMWs and is expected to find 30,000 homes 
here each year. 

You need to be a bit of a BMW anorak to spot the new 
tailpipe but changes to the lights at both ends give the latest 
1 Series a wider, bolder look. 

Inside, the cockpit is still aimed at serious drivers but 
there’s a modest injection of extra pizzazz with added gloss 
black and splashes of chrome. 

But it’s under the surface where BMW has made its more 
important changes, starting with the choice of a new diesel 
engine (largely shared with a Mini Cooper D) that promises 
more than adequate performance and startling (theoretical) 
economy. 

More powerful diesels are offered too, along with a range 
of petrol engines that climax with the M135i and its 155mph 
potential. 

And for those critics who said BMWs were too meanly 
equipped for the money, comes news that every new car 
from the company - from cheapest 1 Series upward - will 
have satellite navigation as standard by September. 

Generous 

That doesn’t mean you will be short of the chance 
to spend extra on options, of which there is long list, 
from metallic paint (£550) and a £600 sound system up¬ 
grade to active cruise control (£790) and a £330 reversing 
camera. 

Even so, standard kit across the new range (which ex¬ 
tends from £20,245 to £31,730 at the moment) is more 
generous than reputation has, ranging from DAB radio and 
Bluetooth to a big colour screen on the dash, climate control 
and LED lights at the rear. 

Most buyers are happy to pay £1,000 more for a Sport 
package of different alloys, steering wheel and body styl¬ 
ing tweaks or even find £2,700 for an M Sport package of 
bigger alloys, LED headlights, styling additions and firmer 
suspension. 

Whichever version you end up with it will be a notably well 
finished car with plenty of room in the front, adequate space 
in the rear for grown-ups and a reasonably sized boot. If 
you need extra space at the expense of losing that sporty 
feel, BMW will happily point you towards the new 2 Series 
mini MPV. 

Out on the road in the most economical version of this lat¬ 
est 1 Series you soon enjoy the characteristic thrum from its 
three-cylinder diesel engine (distant but mildly sporty) and 
relish the way it moves the car with enthusiasm. 

A crispy, firm gearchange and well-weighted steering 
combine with a ride that stays firmly in control without ever 
descending to discomfort to make this a car that covers 
ground with real enthusiasm. 

And with fine economy too. A brisk drive over some chal¬ 
lenging Wiltshire roads saw 57mpg on the trip computer, 
with a gentler session tipping the figure well into the 60s. 
That’s a commendable figure and a realistic aim for a long 
term owner too. 

The £395 worth of front sports seats were superbly com¬ 
fortable, lacking only adjustable lumbar support (£230 extra) 
as a final flourish. 

Even so, here is a car that looks set to keep BMW dealers 
and buyers happy for years to come.

Stallion is 
well worth 
taking out 
for a ride

It’s one of the most famous name tags in 
motoring and still the fastest selling car ever 
made. But more importantly, it’s now being 
sold in the UK in right-hand-drive. 

A new Mustang is news in itself, as it is one of the 
most iconic sports cars ever made and has a loyal fol¬ 
lowing on both sides of The Pond. But this sixth-gen¬ 
eration model is something more than that, because 
it has been designed to work in Europe - and even 
the UK-too. 

The platform is new and the whole car is more sophisti¬ 
cated than before, while there’s a choice of a 5.0-litre V8 as 
well as a more 21st Century option in the shape of a 2.3-litre 
four-cylinder turbo offering. There’s a choice of coupe and 
convertible from the outset, and the whole car attempts to 
mix classic Mustang cues with modern sophistication. 

The manner in which the 2015 Mustang manages to 
evoke memories of the 1965 original, but without slavishly 
copying it, is impressive. 

It has great stance and impact on the road; whether it’s 
parked or driving past, it’s hard not to turn and look. The 
same goes for the inside, where the classic twin-cowl dash¬ 
board and toggle switches are present, although happily the 
retro theme isn’t overdone. 

The Mustang has one of the strongest images of any per¬ 
formance car and is still seen by many as the original low- 
cost, high-fun piece of escapism, and the latest version ticks 
all the right boxes to keep fans happy. 

The Mustang is a relatively big car but with the focus on 
looks and performance, practicality inevitably takes a back 
seat. 

Up front, the space on offer is decent, and taller drivers 
will be able to get comfortable; the standard sports seats 
are excellent. In the back, it’s more compromised, and only 
short adults and children will be able to get comfortable as 
headroom is limited. The boot however is good with 408 
litres of space on offer. 


Handling 

The original Mustang was fast, cheap and relatively sim¬ 
ple, and while things have certainly moved on, the 2015 ver¬ 
sion isn’t a million miles away. 

Anyone buying one looking for the last word in Nurbur- 
gring-honed handling might be disappointed, but if it’s fun 
you’re after then it’s spot-on. The 5.0-litre V8 is responsive, 
pushing it along with real purpose and venom when pressed 
and the noise is good too. 

There are three different steering modes as well as driving 
modes, and with everything at its sharpest, the Mustang will 
happily play the hooligan. 

In fact, it even has a Line-Lock mode, borrowed directly 
from the dragstrip, where the front brakes can be locked 
on so you can smoke the rear tyres. It sums up everything 
you need to know about this car and how it is the complete 
opposite of ultra-techy German rivals. 

This is where the Mustang scores particularly well. 

As well as an excellent standard specification, it is the 
bare bones that really drive the point home. 

A 2+2 coupe with a V8 engine and a 0-62mph time of 
five seconds or less doesn’t come cheap; there isn’t a rival 
under £50,000. 

There are rivals that are close on price and specification, 
but they can’t compete with the Mustang’s personality. 

You could use the Mustang every day if you can handle 
the fuel bills, but really it is a car to be enjoyed by everyone. 

Young or old, man or woman, the Mustang ethos is some¬ 
thing that anyone can buy in to, and with such competitive 
pricing, it’s hard not to be enticed. Clearly lots of other peo¬ 
ple think so, as the 2015 UK allocation is already sold out 
and if you want one you’re looking at April 2016. You never 
know, it might even make a decent investment... 

This car summed up in a single word: Genuine. 

If this car was a drink, it would be a Kentucky Bourbon - 
naturally.

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Hutton will 
focus on the 
positives 

VILLA full-back Alan Hutton is deter¬ 
mined to focus on the positives - despite 
his side suffering the equal worst FA 
Cup final defeat since 1903. 

Only Chelsea in 1994 and Brighton & 
Hove Albion in 1983, both to Manches¬ 
ter United, have suffered the ignominy 
of a 4-0 Cup final reverse - and the latter 
only after it went to a replay. 

But Hutton believes there is plenty 
to be thankful for after Tim Sherwood 
saved Villa from Premier League relega¬ 
tion and guided them to the final of the 
world’s oldest and most famous domestic 
cup competition for the first time since 
2000. 

“We have to take the positives - we 
stayed up and got to a final,” said the 
defender. 

“When the new manager came in, 
things turned and there’s a lot of posi¬ 
tives about us, so we need to strengthen 
the squad and see where we can go.” 

As well as targeting the transfer mar¬ 
ket, the 30-year-old knows the current 
side need to work even harder to make 
sure the Villans do not find themselves 
back in a battle to avoid the drop next 
year. 

“Everyone knows the squad needs to 
be strengthened and every squad needs 
to have competition for places,” he said. 
“We have to do better, improve ourselves 
and train as hard as we can.” 

Although Villa came up short on the 
day, the Scottish international - who has 
revived his Villa career after ending last 
season on loan at Bolton in the Champi¬ 
onship - was keen to heap praise on to 
the victors of the day. 

“Arsenal are a world-class team - you 
can’t take anything away from them 
because they have quality all over the 
pitch,” he said. 

Wallace looks to 
reach a new level 
under boss Jackett 

JED WALLACE admits he has been 
‘blown away’ by the scale of Wolves’ am¬ 
bition as he revealed his Molineux move 
is a dream come true. 

The £275,000 signing from Ports¬ 
mouth believes he can take his game to a 
whole new level after confessing he has 
been bowled over by his new surround¬ 
ings. 

“Wolves blew me away with their am¬ 
bition. It was unbelievable,” said the 
21-year-old attacking midfielder. 

“After walking around there for two 
or three hours and speaking to people, 

I was thinking it was a move which can 
take my game to a whole new level. 

“Molineux is unbelievable and I 
couldn’t be happier - it’s the best feeling 
to sign for a club like that. 

“They’re going for the Premier League 
- they’re gunning for it. Kenny Jackett 
has given me a chance and to play at a 
club like that in that division is a dream 
come true.

“We were very much in the game and if we could 
have kept it to 1-0, even in the last minute, we 
would have had half a chance,” he said. 

“But Sanchez is a great player. I’ll have to see 
the video, but it’s moved all over the place and 
gone in off the bar. 

“He’s a special player and that’s what special 
players can do. It knocked the stuffing out of us.” 

Given added: “Arsenal are a great team, they 
deserved to win the game. It’s tough to say that, 


but it’s the truth and it’s not a nice feeling.” 

And after Villa’s resurgence saw them avoid 
relegation from the Premier League, Given ad¬ 
mitted defeats to Southampton, Burnley and now 
Arsenal ended the campaign on a low note. 

“It was not a nice way to finish but I’ll meet 
up with the squad this week and I’ve got two big 
games coming up for Ireland, so I’d better get my 
head right for them,” said Given, who overcame a 
groin problem to play at Wembley. 

“The next couple of days will be low for myself 
and the lads, but we’ve got to go again and come 
back stronger next season.”

IT was a day that promised 
much but delivered so painfully 
little. 

Villa fans may have walked along 
Wembley Way in hope rather than ex¬ 
pectation before the start of the 134th 
FA Cup final. 

But never, in their worst nightmares, would 
they have believed their biggest day out in more 
than 20 years would turn into such disappoint¬ 
ment. 

In the modern era of football, where winning 
trophies is becoming increasingly difficult for an¬ 
yone outside the top four, trips to Wembley have 
to savoured. 

Yet as their manager stood with his head in his 
hands after Per Mertesacker, with the simplest 
of headers, put Arsenal 3-0 ahead - many Villa 
fans headed to the exit doors of the world’s most 
famous stadium. 

When that goal went in, there was 30 minutes 
still remaining - with Sherwood opting to bring 
on midfield enforcer Carlos Sanchez in a bid to 
prevent any further damage. 

Juggernaut 

But Villa were unable to stop the Arsenal jug¬ 
gernaut from the first whistle to the last and 
when Olivier Giroud swept home a fourth in 
stoppage time, he wrapped up an historical day 
for Arsene Wenger’s side. 

Arsenal are now the only team to have lifted 
the FA Cup 12 times. The result also ensured 
Wenger became only the second manager, and 
the first foreigner, to lift the trophy six times - 
with Villa great George Ramsey the other man 
to do so. 

Arsenal were electric, with Santi Cazorla and 
Mesut Ozil dominant in midfield. 

The Spaniard and the German may not be the 
biggest or the strongest, but they ran the game 
with a finesse Villa could never get to grips with. 

Even when Sherwood’s side did manage to get 
on the ball, they were bereft of any movement 
or invention with their passing sloppy and their 
tackling rash. 

A cross from the the lively Nacho Monreal was 
headed back across goal by Alexis Sanchez and, 


with Villa’s defenders failing to react, Walcott 
fired an unstoppable strike past Shay Given. 

Only brilliance from keeper Given and left- 
back Kieran Richardson, with a vital block, had 
ensured the men in claret and blue went in at the 
break just a solitary goal down. 

But with an inspirational talk from Sherwood 
and a positive start to the second period, there 
was still genuine belief Villa could turn things 
around. 

Sadly, whatever was said at the interval was 
soon irrelevant after Sanchez scored a goal fitting 
for a final. 

The winger, who now looks a snip at £30m, 


picked up the ball 25 yards from goal and fired 
an unstoppable strike, which dipped and swerved 
past Given and into the net. It was a world-class 
finish from a world-class player and when Merte¬ 
sacker then made it 3-0 everybody knew Villa’s 
58-year wait for an FA Cup was set to rumble on. 

Despite everything, Villa did improve slightly. 

Jack Grealish, of whom so much was expected, 
had a decent appeal for a penalty turned down 
late on when Hector Bellerin tugged at his shirt. 

While Gabby Agbonlahor had previously seen a 
penalty appeal waved away after he was tumbled 
to the ground. 

Sherwood was, understandably, left devastated.

MIDFIELDER Sam Mantom has reject¬ 
ed claims Walsall are ‘too soft’ as he sets 
sights on a promotion challenge next 
season. 

The Saddlers finished top of the 
League One Fair Play table for the sec¬ 
ond year running and have been criti¬ 
cised at times for a lack of aggression.

The Saddlers picked up just 45 book¬ 
ings during the course of the season 
while Adam Chambers was the only 
player to be dismissed, though his red 
card in the 1-0 FA Cup defeat to Shrews¬ 
bury was rescinded.

23-year-old was named player of the year 
for the 2013/14 campaign but didn’t play 
his first full game until March.
